Shankukarna... 


Shankukarna is Vishnu parivaara Devatha, Bramhanda 
Padma Srishti having visesha Vaayu saannidhya. 


According to Aagama Shastra (Pancharatra), 
Shankukarna is one of the eight guardians of Vaikunta. 
Shankukarna is one of the Vishnu parshad or Vishnu 
bhutas who accept Vishnu bali in temples along eight 
corners. 


Shankukarna was entrusted with the duty of assisting 
Lord Bramha in SathyaLoka for His nithya karma. 
Chathurmukha Bramha rejoices in worshipping 
Bhagavantha (Vishnu) in different ways. He was 
worshiping God in the form of MoolaRaama. 


The icon of MoolaRama was so captivating that 
Shankukarna (being an ardent devotee of Vishnu) 
always used to get engrossed in dhyaana of 
MoolaRama devaru. A desire cropped up in his heart to 
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worship Sri MoolaRama Devaru. One day he was so 
immersed in the dhyaana of Sri MoolaRama Devaru 
that he was not attentive in his daily chores of assisting 
Lord Bramha. With the result there was delay and Lord 
Bramha got annoyed with Shankukarna and cursed him 
to take birth on the Earth. 
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It was all Divine sankalpa executed by Lord Bramha as 
per Sri Vishnu prerana for Lord Vishnu’s future plans. 
Real intention was to pave the way for Lord 
Narasimha’s incarnation. 
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The curse in fact was a divine blessing (a boon in the 
form of a curse) as, in every birth he (Shankukarna) 
would be an ardent devotee of Lord Vishnu and spread 
the divine culture and Bhakti of Lord SriHari. 


This has resulted in Shankukarna coming down to 
Earth for a divine cause in the form of Prahlada - 
Bahleeka — VyasaRaja and finally as Sri 
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RaghavendraTheertha who ultimately worshipped Sri 
MoolaRama Devaru and became iyeNTArda.

Literally Prahlada means the one who is greatly 
delighted or rejoice. Pra means Prakrshta 
(great/uttama) and Hlada means happiness. One who 
has always uttama Ananda is called Prahlada. 


Aananda means the one who gives delight/happiness; 
Lord Vishnu is known as Aananda ("Aanando nandano 
nandah"...) 

[Sri Vishnu Sahasranama Stothram (sloka # 56)] 

the one who is always joyous and the one who gives 
delight (Aananda) to this universe. He is the origin of 
happiness, the ultimate abode of delight and is 
perennially blissful. He is the remover of all 
unhappiness; 


Madhva (Madhu+Va) the third incarnation of 
MukhyaPrana (Vaayu Devaru) is known as Aananda 
Theertharu. Madhu means honey/happiness. Va 
signifies the knowledge; Madhva means the knowledge 
that gives happiness which is as sweet and delicious as 
Madhu (Honey); 


Madhva (charya) who is Aananda (Theertharu) is the 
one who gives knowledge of happiness or whose 
knowledge gives happiness; happiness of removing all 
wrong tenets; the one who gives the knowledge of

Accordingly, Prahlada was crowned as emperor 
of the kingdom which he ruled for several thousands of 
years spreading the philosophy of Lord Sri Hari.

2. Bahlika... 


Shankukarna took his second birth as Bahlika Raja in 
Dwapara Yuga and was born in Kuru Vamsa. He was 
son of Pratipa and brother of Shantanu (father of 
Bheeshmaachaarya). 


Bahlika was a great devotee of Lord Sri Krishna, but 
still had to associate with Kouravas in the Kurukshetra 
war because of his alliance with Bheeshma and 
Dhritharastra. 


BAhlIIka was a very pious king in dvApara yuga, due to 
circumstances beyond his control he ended up fighting 
against the pAnDavas. 


He wanted to die at the hands of BhImasena so that he 
could take future births and serve him (Hanuma- 
Bheema-Madhva) and so challenged him to a fight, 
though BhIma was reluctant to hurt a devotee of the 
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Lord. He was ultimately slained in the war at the hands 
of Bheemasena (Vaayu Avathara) in the divine 
presence of none other than Lord Sri Krishna.

Sri Sreepaadarayaru (Mulabagalu) was Guru of Sri 
VyasaRayaru. Popularly called as Sri Vyasarajaru, he 
lived in 15th century (1447 - 1539) during the 
historical days of Vijayanagara (Hampi) empire. 


He was Raja Guru of Sri Krishnadevaraya, the popular 
king of Vijayanagara dynasty. He had helped Sri 
Krishnadevaraya to pass through a major crisis in his 
life. 


For a brief period, he had even ascended the throne of 
Vijayanagara Empire in order to protect Sri Krishna 
Deva Raya from an astrological menace (Kuhu Yoga). 


At one point of time Sri Vyasarayaru had even 
conducted the daily pooja rituals of Lord Venkateswara 
at Tirumala temple for a period 12 years when it was 
hampered during the time of Vijayanagara King Saluva 
Narasimha Raya. 
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He was the one who had initiated for the Daasakoota 
headed by Saint Sri Purandara Dasaru. 


Literally Vyasa means the one who explains, 
elaborates, describes, compiles, arranges. Befitting to 
his name VYAASARAAJARU was an eminent scholar of 
outstanding excellence who wrote/authored several 
scripts/commentaries on Madhwa philosophy which are 
reference manuals for understanding 
Dvaita/Tattvavaada; 


Sri Vyaasaraajaru has summarized the essence of 
taTattvavaada (Madhva philosophy) propounded by Sri 
Madhvacharya (Sri Aananda Theertha) the founder of 
Dvaita Vedanta (Tattvavada) and an incarnation of Lord 
Vaayu (Hanuma-Bheema-Madhva) in a single verse 
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which is called Prameya Navaratnas the basic tenets of 
Madhva philosophy.

Krishnadevarya etc. 
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During his tenure Sri VyaasaRaajaru had established a 
Vidya-Peeta at Hampi under his chancellorship that has 
produced eminent scholars/dvaita philosophers like Sri 
VaadiRaajaru, Sri Vijayeendra Theertharu, Sri Govinda 
Odeyaru, Sri Narayana Yathi etc... 


Sri Vyaasarayaru was an ardent devotee of Lord 
Hanuman and during his tenure he had 
installed/consecrated 732 Hanuman idols at various 
locations mostly in South India. Prominent among them 
is the famous temple of Yanthroddharaka Hanuman at 
Chakratheertha Hampi. 


Sri Vyaasa Raajaru stayed at Penukonda for a period of 
one year. Out of 732 idols of Lord Hanuman 
installed/consecrated by Sri Vyaasa Raajaru 50% are 
located in Penukonda (within a radius of about 10 km) 
where He (Sri Vyaasaraajaru) used to install every day 
one Hanuman idol.

What is the uniqueness of Moola Brundavana of 
Sri Raghavendra Swamy and Why did Sri Guru 
Raayaru choose Mantralayam as the spot for his 
Brundavana (abode)? 
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Sri Guru Raayaru took his Diwan Venkanna to a place 
called Maadhavaram (near Mantralayam) and identified 
a rock stone on which Lord Sri Rama sat during his 
search travel for Goddess SitaDevi in Tretha Yuga. 


Sri Rayaru wanted his Brundavana to be built with the 
stone of that particular rock that was sanctified by Lord 
Sri Rama's touch (sparsha). 


Lord Sri Ramachandra’s sojourn at Madhavaram (near 
Mantralayam) during his Vanavaasa; the stone on 
which Lord Sri Raama rested became the fort of Sri 
GuruRaayara Moola Brundavana on the banks of 
TungaBhadra; 


On the set date (11th August 1671 AD), Sri Raayaru 
went and sat on the preselected spot as said above and 
his Brindavana was built with the stone that was 
brought from Maadhavaram as per Sri Raayaru’s 
directions. 


Inside Brindavana Sri Rayaru was fully covered with 
hundreds of Sri Vishnu Salagramas apart from 
Mruttika. Thus the Moola Brindavana of Sri

Sri Raaghavendra Swamy was in search of an 
appropriate spot at Manchali (Mantralayam) to make it 
as his abode (Brundavana). 


On one such occasions, he asked his Diwaan Venkanna 
(a great devotee of Sri Raayaru) to dig at a particular 
spot near Goddess Manchalamma temple where a 
Homakunda (sacrificial fire place) was found. 


Sri Raayaru told Venkanna that the spot was the place 
where he (as Prahlada Rayaru) had performed a large 
scale Yagna in Krutha Yuga. 


And also that was the spot where, in Dwaapara Yuga 
Arjuna (Mahabharatha fame) during his Jaitra Yatra 
(for performing Raajasuuya Yaaga by Dharma Raja) 
could not defeat the local king Anusalva as his chariot 
was standing on that pot (Homa Kunda). 


Of course on Lord Sri Krishna’s advice Arjuna could 
defeat him when he moved a little away from that spot. 


Such was the significance and sanctity of the spot that 
Sri Raayaru could identify it with his divine powers. 


Accordingly, Sri Raayaru chose this spot at 
Mantralayam for his Brindavana pravesa where Moola 
Brundavana was built that we all see, have darshan 
and worship on the banks of the holy river 
Tungabhadra.

Had PrahladaRaayaru been selfish and returned back 
to Vaikunta when he was called by none other 
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Bhagavantha in the form of Lord Narasimha what would 
have happened? 


He politely 
refused and instead preferred to stay back on earth 
propagating the divine culture and bhakti of 
ParamaAtma SriManNarayana.

The journey of Chaturyuga Moorti 
Sri MoolaRaama DEvaru 


(sangraha) 
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LAND Gwe tao 


1 is the name of Sri RaAma Devara 
Vigrah that was sculpted by Viswakarma, worshipped 
by Lord Brahma and passed on to Ikshvaku dynasty 
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and down the line over a period of time. Later on it 
reached KalingaDesa by passage of time when it was 
procured by Madhva Saint Sri Narahari Theertharu as 
per the directions of Sri MadhvacharyaRu who also 
worshipped it and later on passed on to His successors. 
Finally, it reached Sri Raghavendra Swamy and is being 
worshipped even today at Mantralaya Sri Raghavendra 
Swamy Matha. 


History... 


These icons got through NaraharithirthaRu and 
worshipped by SriMadAcharya are very ancient, 
popularly known as “Chaturyugamurthis”. There are 
references about their glorious past in Vasishta 
Ramayana, Aadhyatma Ramayana and Markandeya 
Purana. Both of these icons are very beautiful. Any 
pious soul that takes a darshan of these cannot but 
have profound devotion aroused. On seeing the icon of 
Sri MoolaRama an Archaeological official has expressed 
his bewilderment at the meticulousness of its form, 
beauty and ancientness. 


Sri JagannathadasaRu in one of his kirthanas has 
narrated history of these Icons in the same chronology 
as has been done by Sri VadindrathirthaRu in “Sri 
Raghavendra-matha-gatharchagathi-krama”, a book 
authored by him. Sri VijayadasaRu has composed a 
separate Suladi depicting the events leading to the 
possession of these icons. 
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Chathurmukha Brahma rejoices in worshipping God in 
different ways. These icons were made by Viswakarma 
as ordained by Chathurmukha Brahma for the purpose 
of daily pooja. After worshipping them for a long time, 
Chathurmukha Brahma handed over to Jabalamuni for 
the benefit of the world. They were then worshipped by 
Lord Shiva and Parvathi, who handed them over to 
DakshaPrajeshwara. The Saint Saubhari worshipped 
these icons which once again reached to Sathyaloka. 


Vyvaswan then earned these icons through penance 
from whom they reached the hands of his son 
Vyvaswatha Manu. King Ikshvaku of Surya dynasty 
made these icons as his kuladevathas and worshipped 
them. His descendants’ in the dynasty, Mandhatha, 
Anaranya, Thrishanku, Harischandra, Sagara, 
Bhageeratha, Ambareesha, Diliipa and other emperors 
also worshipped these icons. Then the emperor 
Dasharatha worshipped them with great devotion. He 
named his eldest son Rama after the name of the icon 
which came to be known as “MoolaRama” from then 
onwards. 


Sri Rama, Sithadevi, Laxmana and Jambavantha 
worshipped the icons of Moola Sitha Rama. Then Lord 
Rama gave these vigrahs for worship to one 
Vedagarbha his devotee who was longing for darshan 
of the Lord. After worshipping them for some years, 
Vedagarbha returned them to Sri Rama. Then for the 
period from Thretha-yuga to Dwapara-yuga, these 
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Icons were worshipped by Hanumantha. When 
Bhimasena met Hanumantha in course of his search for 
Sougandhikapushpa, Hanumantha gave these icons to 
Bhimasena and advised him to continue them in his 
next incarnation as Sri Madhwa in Kaliyuga. 


Then Pandavas and all the rulers up to Kshemaka 
worshipped these divine icons before they reached the 
treasury of Gajapathi the Kalinga ruler. Thus, it is 
needless to say how immense the divine presence is in 
the icons worshipped by such great celestial souls. 


When the truth Widated Ufetery srdaea Ase! is 


analyzed, it is only appropriate to consider these icons 
as the real Lord keeping in mind particularly the fact 
that they were worshipped by none other than Laxmi 
and Narayana the supreme spirit of the universe, 
Brahma and by Vaayu in all his three incarnations. 


It can be so said here aleaqud @R:| as feretagqud Those 


who merely touch such sacred icons are the righteous 
and the virtuous. Puranas quote that the worshippers 
of these icons are above human and “Amshapurushas”. 
The very darshan of the aslant Lord Rama with 
drooping ears on a round base is magnificent, there is 
no doubt about just a darshan of a Lord purging us of 
the heap of our sins. 


Only to worship this icon, Vyasamuni became 
Raghavendra, Vibhudhendra-Vijayeendra, Jithamitra- 
Sudheendra. In the opinion of the jnaanis anyone who 
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worships this icon in Yathyasharma is certain to attain 
salvation. It can be definitely said that the Almighty 
has blessed this world with this icon for emancipation 
of his devotees in an age beset with sin. Sri Moola 
Rama even today has enshrined Sri Raghavendra 
Swamy Mutt, the original samsthana of SriMadAcharya.
